STEAMSHIP SUBSIDIES AND * 

; THE RIVER TRADE.

Tt may be remembered that at the seventy- 
fifth ordinary half-yearly meeting of share- 
holders in the Hongkong, Canton and Macao 
Steamboat Co. Ltd., in February last, the 
Chairman,, the Hon. C. W, Dickson, head of 
the firm of Messrs. Jardine, Matheson & Co, 
referred to a new feature of the trade be- 
iween this Colony and the neighbouring 
capital with which the company has now to 
contend—the competition of subsidised and 
bounty-fed foreign steames. ‘The prin- 
ciple of imposing disabilities on foreign ship- 
ping, corresponding to the support they 
receive from their governments in the shape, 
of subsidies, is,” he said,” in accord with the 
policy now being so ably advocated by Mr, 
Joseph Chawberlain, and we can only hope 
the day is not far distant when that principle 
will be applied i in this Colony, where British 
trade is struggling against such unfair 
competition.” At the same mecting, Mr. 
R. C. Wilcox alluded to the fact that 
the company is accustomed to. competition 
and has never feared to face it, and said that 
within the past few years's shadow of com- 
ing events was visible in the form of a small 
subsidy given to certain Chinese craft flying 
(he French flag. In this connection ‘we 
might point out that the French Govern- 
ment never gave a subsidy to Chinese craft 
flying the French flag nor does it permit 
them to carry the tr-colour, Copies 
of the minutes of the meeting were for- 
warded to the Colonial Secretary with 
the request that H.E. the Officer Ad- 
ministering the Government would transmit 
same to the Secretary of State Tor the 
Colonies with such representation there: 
on as he might think fit to offer. It is 
gathered from the report of the directors 
for the half year ending grst December, last, 
that the earnings of their steamers during 
the six months showed a heavy falling off 
as compared: with those of the same period 
in 1902. This was attributed ‘to the in- 
creased competition the company had to 
contend against on all the routes run over by 
its steamers,and which necessitated a consider- 
able reduction of rates. With a view to meet- 
ing this an equalisation of dividend fund, 
amounting to $300,000 was set aside. The 
capital of the company stands at $1,200,000 
and the net earnings of its steamers last 
year was $66,838.00. Asan instance of the

value was 279,2§0,0c0 roubles(£29,903,002). No 
account is here takea of Government harbour 
vessels, regular military transports, Volunteer 
Fleet transports flying the Russian naval flag, 
or in the vicinity of the zone of hostilities on 
Feb, 8 or vessels of the subsidised Chinese 
Eastern Sailway Company, or private Russian 
shipping companies plying on that date in the 
Pacific. The total cash valuc of Russia’s 
Pacific fighting effectives on Feb. % therefore 
practically equals the Russjan war loan af 
400,009,090 roubles (£32,0¢0,000).
